Double rumble 

Fried chicken chain KFC is extend- 
ing the life of its controversial and 
cholesterol-filled Double Down 
sandwich past the promotion’s 
scheduled end date of May 23. 

The company said it is keeping 
the sandwich on the menu be- 
cause of high demand.

Miley Cyrus 
jewelry pulled 
from Walmart

LOS ANGELES Wal-Mart Stores Inc. said Wednesday it is pulling an en- 
tire line of Miley Cyrus-brand necklaces and bracelets from its shelves 
after tests performed for The Associated Press found the jewelry con- 
tained high levels of the toxic metal cadmium. 

In a statement issued three hours after the 
AP’s initial report of its findings, Wal-Mart 
said it would remove the jewelry made exclu- 
sively for the world’s largest retailer, while it 
investigates. The statement was issued along 
with Cyrus and Max Azria, the designer who 
developed the jewelry for the 17-year-old 
“Hannah Montana” star. 

Wal-Mart had learned of cadmium in 
the Miley Cyrus jewelry, as well as in an unrelated line of bracelet 
charms, back in February based on an earlier round of testing con- 
ducted at the AP’s request, but had continued selling the items. It 
said as recently as last month that it would be too difficult to test 
products already on its shelves. 

In its statement, Wal-Mart did not say whether it would also re- 
move the bracelet charms. 

Exactly how many of the items have been sold was unclear. The 



charms — also available exclusively at Walmart stores — were sold un- 
der the name “Fashion Accessories,” though Wal-Mart has not said 
when they began appearing on shelves. The Miley Cyrus jewelry hit 
stores in December. 

Long-term exposure to cadmium can lead to bone softening and 
kidney failure. It also is a known carcinogen, and research suggests it 
can, like lead, hinder brain development in the very young. 

Cadmium in jewelry is not known to be dangerous if the items are 
simply worn. Concerns come when youngsters bite or suck on the 
jewelry as many children are apt to do.

Time to get facts 
straight on HPV 

Here’s a secret: I know more than a few people who have HPV And 
you probably do too. 

Yet whenever I attempt to discuss the human papillomavirus with 
friends, we inevitably just end up asking more and more questions. 

Such as: “If I find out I have HPV and I’ve been in a monogamous 
relationship for years and both my partner and I once tested negative 
for it— he cheated, right?” 

(Not necessarily The virus can lay dormant for years and not show 
up in tests.) 

Or: “If I have HPV and I have warts. I’m going to get ovarian can- 
cer, right?” (Not necessarily Most warts are benign, according to the 
American Social Health Association, although if you have a different 
strain of HPV as well, then your chances of ovarian cancer increase.) 

Then there’s: “I use protection during sex, so I’m safe, right?” 

(If only If you or your partner has HPV, condoms aren’t enough 
protection. %ur best type of protection is the Cervarix or Gardasil 
vaccine— which was just approved for men! —provided you haven’t 
contracted HPV yet.) 

I’m not trying to scare you with my endless list of freaky factoids, 
but it’s time to let go of the stigma and talk about this stuff, which 
we seem reluctant to do unless we’re condemning someone’s lack of 
chastity or wrinkling our noses at the phrase “genital warts.” 

“The tricky thing about HPV is that it’s hard to prevent transmis- 
sion,” says Dr. Diljeet Singh, director of the ovarian cancer early 
detection program at Northwestern Memorial Hospital. “Ninety 
percent of those who are sexually active get exposed to HPV It’s like 
getting exposed to a cold virus.” 

Because the chances of getting HPV by the time you are 26 are so 
high, most insurance programs won’t cover the vaccine once you’re 
past that age. Which is all the more reason to get it— if you are 26 or 
younger— as soon as possible. 

In fact, if everyone were to get vaccinated for HPV at infancy we 
could have a real shot at preventing this cancer-causing virus from 
spreading, but the stigma surrounding it has gotten in the way Dr. 
Singh says. “There is a weirdness in our culture about this,” she 
notes. “Even health-care providers have been slow to embrace the 
vaccines.” 

With that in mind, here’s what you need to do to protect your- 
selves: 

» Get regular pap smears, screenings and HPV tests (even if you’ve 
been vaccinated, the shot prevents only four of the 30 strains of the 
virus). 

» Boost your immune system, use condoms — they still help — and 
don’t be afraid to talk about this stuff with your partner. 

» And if your insurance will cover it, get vaccinated already! 

Seriously folks, it’s time to stop wrinkling your noses and start get- 
ting smart.

WASHINGTON President Obama and first lady Michelle Obama put on an extraordi- 
nary party for 200 elite dinner guests Wednesday night, weaving elegance and iron- 
clad security into their salute to Mexican President Felipe Calderon. 

The Obamas’ second state dinner, honoring Calderon and first lady Margarita Za- 
vala, drew celebrities such as actresses Whoopi Goldberg and Eva Longoria-Parker, 
comedian George Lopez, Olympian Shani Davis and Mexican tycoon Carlos Slim. 

They mingled with state and federal lawmakers, diplomats, donors, Obama rela- 
tives and friends, many from Chicago, plus West Coast guests including L.A. Mayor 
Antonio Villaraigosa. 



WHO WAS SHE WEARING? 

Michelle Obama wore a shimmery blue 
gown to the state dinner for Mexican 
President Felipe Calderon and his wife, 
Margarita Zavala. It featured a one-shoulder 
silhouette, similar to the one the first lady 
wore to her husband’s inaugural balls.

Longoria-Parker struck a political note 
in making her entrance, saying the dinner 
was timed to the “temperature” over im- 
migration. She took a shot at Arizona’s anti- 
immigrant law, calling it punitive and saying 
immigration should be a federal issue. 

Villaraigosa also weighed in on immigra- 
tion, saying he expected fair, comprehen- 
sive reforms under Obama. 

Lopez told reporters: “I’m sitting with a 
president. They didn’t tell me what country” 

Beyonce was to headline the after-dinner 
party 

The four-course dinner was held in the 
East Room, the largest space in the Execu- 
tive Mansion, which was vibrantly styled 
with gold-rimmed china, turquoise silk 
tablecloths and lush, fuchsia-colored floral 
bouquets. 

It was the second state dinner of the 
16 -month-old Obama presidency The first 
one was marred by uninvited guests, hence 
there was heavy security Wednesday 

Illinois state Sen. Iris Martinez said she 
went through three or four checkpoints be- 
fore being allowed into the dinner. “Quite a 
bit of security: three stops and several ques- 
tions,” said another guest, Maria Elena Sa- 
linas, a Miami-based anchor for Univision. 

Guest chef Rick Bayless of Chicago 
helped design the four-course meal. The 
fare included herb green ceviche of Hawai- 
ian Opah, Oregon Wagyu beef in Oaxacan 



black mole and for dessert, chocolate-cajeta 
tart, toasted homemade marshmallows and 
goat cheese ice cream with graham cracker 
crumble. 

Bayless, known for creating authentic 
Mexican cuisine, owns restaurants includ- 
ing Chicago’s Topolobampo, where the 
Obamas had been regulars. 

Obama welcomed Calderon to the “Casa 
Blanca”— the White House— and made a 
toast to “the dreams of our children.” 

“Together, may we realize those dreams. 
And together, may we deserve them— by 
going forward in partnership and respect.” 

Calderon, in turn, toasted to the “happi- 
ness of both our great nations.” 

After dinner, Beyonce— an Obama cam- 
paign-trail veteran— was to entertain in an 
outdoor tent metamorphosed by designers 
into an enchanted forest. A key feature were 
artificial Monarch butterflies, hung from 
the ceiling, to pay homage to Calderon’s 
birthplace, Michoacan, Mexico. The species 
makes its annual migration from Canada to 
Michoacan every spring, so party planners 
aimed for the look of butterflies in flight.

To infinity ... and Chicago? 

Adler Planetarium in the running to land a space shuttle for display

Paul Knappenberger, president of Adler 
Planetarium, confirmed Wednesday that 
the lakefront institution is one of 21 in 
the U.S. under consideration by NASA to 
receive one of three soon-to-be-retired 
shuttle orbiters, the world’s first reusable 
manned spacecraft. 

The retiring shuttles are being offered 
to museums or institutions that can raise 
an estimated $28.8 million to exhibit them 
correctly and that can offer the best pos- 


sible access to the public. 

NASA’s decision about the institutions 
that will get shuttles is several months 
away, as no choice will be made until af- 
ter the final shuttle mission of the three 
active orbiters, Atlantis, Discovery and 
Endeavour. 

Atlantis is on its last scheduled flight 
now, docked at the International Space 
Station. Discovery and Endeavour are 
scheduled for missions in September and 
November. 


Museum of Science and Industry of- 
ficials, who decided not to seek a shuttle, 
estimate winning one could cost the lucky 
museum as much as $80 million. 

Knappenberger said the Planetarium 
has had preliminary talks with architects 
about a proposed building and acknowl- 
edged that winning a bid for one of the 
shuttle vehicles would be an expensive 
proposition, though he did not give an 
estimate of how much Adler officials be- 
lieve it would cost.

The Coast Guard announced Wednes-

BP said Wednesday it hopes to begin 
shooting a mixture known as drilling mud 
into the blown-out well in the Gulf of 
Mexico early next week. 

Engineers would like to start the pro- 
cedure known as a “top kill” by Sunday 
If it works, it should stop the oil that has 
been gushing since the offshore drilling 
rig Deepwater Horizon exploded off the 
coast of Louisiana on April 20 and sank 
two days later. 

“This is all being done at a depth of 
5,000 feet and it’s never been done at these 
depths before,” said Doug Suttles of BP 
PLC, the oil giant that was leasing the rig 
when it exploded. 


Passengers 
visited crew 
before crash, 
report says 

MOSCOW At least two passengers 
visited the cockpit of Polish Presi- 
dent Lech Kaczynski’s plane before it 
crashed last month, and others may have 
chatted on cell phones, possibly affecting 
navigation as the crew battled heavy fog. 

Those were among the details revealed 
Wednesday by Russian and Polish officials 
investigating the April 10 crash that killed 
Kaczynski, his wife and 94 others outside 
the western Russian city of Smolensk. 
The preliminary report drew no conclu- 
sions about what caused the crash. 

The head of the technical commission 
of Russia’s Interstate Aviation Committee 
told reporters that among the questions 
that need further investigation is whether 
the rolling terrain around the Smolensk 
airport distorted instrument readings.

It Started as a crazy idea among cousins A J. Bar- 
thold andJ.C. Skupien. Like many basketball fans, 
they have had July i circled on their calendars for 
a couple of years as the day their franchise can be 
turned around thanks to one player: LeBron James. 

But instead of just talking about how great it 
would be to see “James” and No. 6 on the back of a 
Bulls jersey next season, they decided to do some- 
thing about it. 

So Barthold created sendlebrontochicago.com. 

Since its launch May 9, the site has received atten- 
tion from all over the world, including on ESPN 
and in Sports Illustrated, and has thousands of fol- 
lowers on Facebook and Twitter. 

“The site is getting all sorts ofhits from China,” said 


Barthold, 28. “I have no idea what the/re saying.” 

Barthold is a lifelong Bulls fan now living in Edison, 
N J., the heart of N.Y Knicks and N.J. Nets country 

“Em not very well liked right now [in New Jer- 
sey],” he said. 

But for Bulls fans, it’s a different story The site 
has become the unofficial headquarters for the 
LeBron- to- Chicago movement. 

“Once you taste all those championships and 
then it’s gone for a long time, you realize how good 
you had it,” Barthold said. “If there’s any glimmer of 
hope to get it again, you go for it. I’m not doing this 
for any financial gain. There are no ads on the site. 
It’s for my team, for the Bulls’ fan base, for the city 
of Chicago, for all the Bulls fans around the world.” 

Barthold, who runs a marketing company esti- 
mates he spends four or five hours a day on the site 


and sees it as just the beginning. He also has plans 
to raise the profile of the cause in other ways, like a 
billboard in James’ hometown of Akron. 

Just a couple of weeks ago, Chicago seemed like 
a long shot to land James, with Cleveland and New 
York leading the way But with the Cavs’ unex- 
pected loss in the second round of the playoffs, the 
thought that James might want to be stxrrounded 
by a strong supporting cast of players has been the 
hot story in NBA circles. So hot, even, that Presi- 
dent Obama said Friday that he’d Hke to see James 
in a Bulls uniform next season. 

David Pustilnik, 26, of the West Loop, who runs 
the Bulls blog dabullseye.com, was contacted by 
Barthold on May 10 about the website. Since then, 
Pustilnik has taken to the James-to- Chicago move- 
ment, posting links on his blog and on other sites. 

“I really admired [Barthold’s] initiative and found 
it endearing that there are fans out there passionate 
enough to start a grassroots campaign to bring LeB- 
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ly life hinges

Rose and [Joakim] Noah, and that he did grow up 
a Bulls fan. Wg need to pull any string we can get.” 

“He is all about winning, so we wanted to get the 
fans’ momentum behind us,” said Skupien, 25, of 
Portage Park. “We wanted all the Bulls fans to be 


as excited as we were and wanted to get the word 
out that this is a very real and legitimate chance that 
comes around once in a lifetime.” 

Barthold, of course, doesn’t know what James will 
do next season, but he says Chicago is the best logi- 
cal fit for him.

Get your goat 


Taste It: The Zaragoza family under- 
stands that when a restaurant serves 
just one dish, it must be done well. Very 
well. Juan Zaragoza and his eldest son, 
Jonathan, began traveling to Mexico to 
study with an heirless master of hirria 
tatemada nearly a decade ago, and 
according to the ambitious younger 
Zaragoza, it took them two years and 
frequent return trips to perfect the 
recipe for spicy goat stew, which is now 
the centerpiece at their Archer Heights 
restaurant, Birrieria Zaragoza. 

For the past three years, the Zara- 
gozas have been preparing the dish 
for local diners and garnering praise 
citywide. Jonathan, juggling culinary 
school with running the restaurant 
when his dad has time off, has been 
known to steal a nap on a couch in the 
back on weekends while waiting to 
switch the meat from the steamer to 
the oven— a late-night task that, one 
can imagine, is helped along by the 
cinnamon-spiked house coffee ($1.50). 


Unfamiliar with goat? One of the 
Zaragoza clan will be waiting behind 
the counter when you arrive to explain 
the signature dish. Though there are 
other birrierias around town, here 
they use only young, organically raised 
goats, which have a mild, approachable 
flavor. And there’s no mushy meat in 
sight: The signature Jaliscan tatemada 
style the Zaragozas employ involves 
a second step of roasting the steamed 
meat, so plates (small $6.50, large 
$8.50) arrive full of succulent bits cov- 
ered in char, the extra crimch matched 
perfectly by a spicy ancho marinade. 

Birrieria Zaragoza is best known for 
Goat 10 1, but there’s something for 
everybody Dating a vegetarian? The 
fragrant consomme actually is vegan, 
made from a tomato base punched up 
with loads of cumin, and cheese quesa- 
dillas made from handcrafted tortillas 
($2) serve as the perfect vehicle for fire- 
roasted salsa de molcajete ($3). (Stay 
tuned for a few salsa-making classes 



taught by Jonathan this summer.) 

Bring It: No visit to this part of town 
is complete without a trip to Gilmart, 
a grocery store-cum-cafeteria (worth 
a visit in its own right) that also sells 
alcohol. While a crisp Mexican lager 
is an obvious pairing with the rich 
goat, why not get in touch with the 
area’s other major ethnic group and 
try a neighborhood favorite, Oko- 


cim O.K. Pilsner? The smooth and 
slightly bready Polish brew will temper 
the heat of all the dried arbol chiles 
crumbled onto your DI Y goat taco. Be 
warned: The grannies at Gilmart are 
notorious for their sharp elbows, but 
your sub-$io six-pack of O.K. (which 
features a goat on the label, no less!) 
will be worth any bruised ribs.

And it doesn’t help that the dude across the “L” car sports a beard remi- 
niscent of BOH singer Ben Bridwell. Bridwell’s band, which has completely changed members 
since the 2006 debut “Everything All the Time,” captures that sense of mystified wandering 
without ever sounding like the band itself is wandering, lyrically or musically (though opener 
“Factory” should ditch the nonsense about snack machines and candy bars). What once was 
classified as indie rock is now a lot closer to Americana, proven by the title track’s gentle har- 
monies, the pleasant jangle of “Dilly” and pretty twang of “Older,” even the uptempo force 
of “NW Apt.” “Infinite Arms” is the group’s Columbia debut after two impressive discs on Sub 
Pop, and Band of Horses still inspires twinkly reflection seemingly without any effort at all.
